chapter 9.95 RCW; creating new sections; repealing RCW 72.09.020;5

prescribing penalties; and declaring an emergency.6

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:7

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds the increasing number8

of inmates incarcerated in state correctional institutions, and the9

expenses associated with their incarceration, require expanded efforts10

to contain corrections costs. Cost containment requires improved11

planning and oversight, and increased accountability and responsibility12

on the part of inmates and the department.13

The legislature further finds motivating inmates to participate in14

meaningful education and work programs in order to learn transferable15

skills and earn basic privileges is an effective and efficient way to16

meet the penological objectives of the corrections system.17

The purpose of this act is to assure that the department fulfills18

its mission to reduce offender recidivism, to mirror the values of the19
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community by clearly linking inmate behavior to receipt of privileges,1

and to prudently manage the resources it receives through tax dollars.2

This purpose is accomplished through the implementation of specific3

cost-control measures and creation of a planning and oversight process4

that will improve the department’s effectiveness and efficiencies.5

Sec. 2. RCW 72.09.010 and 1981 c 13 6 s 2 are each amended to read6

as follows:7

It is the intent of the legislature to establish a comprehensive8

system of corrections for convicted law violators within the state of9

Washington to accomplish the following objectives.10

(1) The system should ensure the public safety. The system should11

be designed and managed to provide the maximum feasible safety for the12

persons and property of the general public, the staff, and the inmates.13

(2) The system should punish the offender for violating the laws of14

the state of Washington. This punishment should generally be limited15

to the denial of liberty of the offender.16

(3) The system should positively impact offenders by stressing17

personal responsibility and accountability and by discouraging18

recidivism.19

(4) The system should treat all offenders fairly and equitably20

without regard to race, religion, sex, national origin, residence, or21

social condition.22

(((4))) (5) The system, as much as possible, should reflect the23

values of the community including:24

(a) Avoiding idleness. Idleness is not only wasteful but25

destructive to the individual and to the community.26

(b) Adoption of the work ethic. It is the community expectation27

that all ((citizens)) individuals should work and through their efforts28

benefit both themselves and the community.29

(c) Providing opportunities for self improvement. All individuals30

should have opportunities to grow and expand their skills and abilities31

so as to fulfill their role in the community.32

(d) ((Providing tangible rewards for accomplishment.)) Linking the33

receipt or denial of privileges to responsible behavior and34

accomplishments. The individual who works to improve himself or35

herself and the community should be rewarded for these efforts. As a36

corollary, there should be no rewards for no effort.37
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(e) Sharing in the obligations of the community. All citizens, the1

public and inmates alike, have a personal and fiscal obligation in the2

corrections system. All communities must share in the responsibility3

of the corrections system.4

(((5))) (6) The system should provide for prudent management of5

resources. The avoidance of unnecessary or inefficient public6

expenditures on the part of offenders and the department is essential.7

Offenders must be accountable to the department, and the department to8

the public and the legislature. The human and fiscal resources of the9

community are limited. The management and use of these resources can10

be enhanced by wise investment, productive programs, the reduction of11

duplication and waste, and the joining together of all involved parties12

in a common endeavor. Since ((virtually all)) most offenders return to13

the community, it is wise for the state and the communities to make an14

investment in effective rehabilitation programs for offenders and the15

wise use of resources.16

(((6))) (7) The system should provide for restitution. Those who17

have damaged others, persons or property, have a responsibility to make18

restitution for these damages.19

(((7))) (8) The system should be accountable to the citizens of the20

state. In return, the individual citizens and local units of21

government must meet their responsibilities to make the corrections22

system effective.23

(((8))) (9) The system should meet those national standards which24

the state determines to be appropriate.25

Sec. 3. RCW 72.09.015 and 1987 c 31 2 s 2 are each amended to read26

as follows:27

The definitions in this section apply throughout this chapter.28

(1) (("Department" means the department of corrections.29

(2) "Secretary" means the secretary of corrections.30

(3) "County" refers to a county or combination of counties.31

(4))) "Base level of correctional services" means the minimum level32

of field services the department of corrections is required by statute33

to provide for the supervision and monitoring of offenders.34

(2) "Contraband" means any object or communication the secretary35

determines shall not be allowed to be: (a) Brought into; (b) possessed36

while on the grounds of; or (c) sent from any institution under the37

control of the secretary.38
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(3) "County" means a county or combination of counties.1

(4) "Department" means the department of corrections.2

(5) "Earned early release" means earned early release as authorized3

by RCW 9.94A.150.4

(6) "Extended family visit" means an authorized visit between an5

inmate and a member of his or her immediate family that occurs in a6

private visiting unit located at the correctional facility where the7

inmate is confined.8

(7) "Good conduct" means compliance with department rules and9

policies.10

(8) "Good performance" means successful completion of a program11

required by the department, including an education, work, or other12

program.13

(9) "Immediate family" means the inmate’s children, stepchildren,14

grandchildren, great grandchildren, parents, stepparents, grandparents,15

great grandparents, siblings, and a person legally married to an16

inmate. "Immediate family" does not include an inmate adopted by17

another inmate or the immediate family of the adopted or adopting18

inmate.19

(10) "Indigent inmate," "indigent," and "indigency" mean an inmate20

who has less than a ten-dollar balance of disposable income in his or21

her institutional account on the day a request is made to utilize funds22

and during the thirty days previous to the request.23

(11) "Inmate" means a person committed to the custody of the24

department, including but not limited to persons residing in a25

correctional institution or facility and persons released on furlough,26

work release, or community custody, and persons received from another27

state, state agency, county, or federal jurisdiction.28

(12) "Privilege" means any goods or services, education or work29

programs, or earned early release days, the receipt of which are30

directly linked to an inmate’s (a) good conduct; and (b) good31

performance. Privileges do not include any goods or services the32

department is required to provide under the state or federal33

Constitution or under state or federal law.34

(13) "Secretary" means the secretary of corrections or his or her35

designee.36

(14) "Superintendent" means the superintendent of a correctional37

facility under the jurisdiction of the Washington state department of38

corrections, or his or her designee.39
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(15) "Work programs" means all classes of correctional industries1

jobs authorized under RCW 72.09.100.2

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 72.09 RCW3

to read as follows:4

(1) An inmate shall not be denied access to services or supplies5

required by state or federal law solely on the basis of his or her6

inability to pay for them.7

(2) The department shall record all lawfully authorized assessments8

for services or supplies as a debt to the department and shall recoup9

the assessments when the inmate’s institutional account exceeds the10

indigency standard.11

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 72.09 RCW12

to read as follows:13

(1) The legislature intends that all inmates be required to14

participate in department-approved education programs, work programs,15

or both, unless exempted under subsection (3) of this section.16

Eligible inmates who refuse to participate in available education or17

work programs available at no charge to the inmates shall lose18

privileges according to the system established under RCW 72.09.130.19

Eligible inmates who are required to contribute financially to an20

education or work program and refuse to contribute shall be placed in21

another work program. Refusal to contribute shall not result in a loss22

of privileges. The legislature recognizes more inmates may agree to23

participate in education and work programs than are available. The24

department must make every effort to achieve maximum public benefit by25

placing inmates in available and appropriate education and work26

programs.27

(2) The department shall, to the extent possible and considering28

all available funds, prioritize its resources to meet the following29

goals for inmates in the order listed:30

(a) Achievement of basic academic skills through obtaining a high31

school diploma or its equivalent and achievement of vocational skills32

necessary for purposes of work programs and for an inmate to qualify33

for work upon release;34

(b) Additional work and education programs based on assessments and35

placements under subsection (4) of this section; and36

(c) Other work and education programs as appropriate.37
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(3) The department shall establish, by rule, objective medical1

standards to determine when an inmate is physically or mentally unable2

to participate in available education or work programs. When the3

department determines an inmate is permanently unable to participate in4

any available education or work program due to a medical condition, the5

inmate is exempt from the requirement under subsection (1) of this6

section. When the department determines an inmate is temporarily7

unable to participate in an education or work program due to a medical8

condition, the inmate is exempt from the requirement of subsection (1)9

of this section for the period of time he or she is temporarily10

disabled. The department shall periodically review the medical11

condition of all temporarily disabled inmates to ensure the earliest12

possible entry or reentry by inmates into available programming.13

(4) The department shall establish, by rule, standards for14

participation in department-approved education and work programs. The15

standards shall address the following areas:16

(a) Assessment. The department shall assess all inmates for their17

basic academic skill levels using a professionally accepted method of18

scoring reading, math, and language skills as grade level equivalents.19

The department shall determine an inmate’s education history, work20

history, and vocational or work skills. The initial assessment shall21

be conducted, whenever possible, within the first thirty days of an22

inmate’s entry into the correctional system, except that initial23

assessments are not required for inmates who are sentenced to life24

without the possibility of release, assigned to an intensive management25

unit within the first thirty days after entry into the correctional26

system, are returning to the correctional system within one year of a27

prior release, or whose physical or mental condition renders them28

unable to complete the assessment process. The department shall track29

and record changes in the basic academic skill levels of all inmates30

reflected in any testing or assessment performed as part of their31

education programming;32

(b) Placement. The department shall follow the policies set forth33

in subsection (1) of this section in establishing criteria for placing34

inmates in education and work programs. The department shall, to the35

extent possible, place all inmates whose composite grade level score36

for basic academic skills is below the eighth grade level in a combined37

education and work program. The placement criteria shall include at38

least the following factors:39
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(i) An inmate’s release date and custody level, except an inmate1

shall not be precluded from participating in an education or work2

program solely on the basis of his or her release date;3

(ii) An inmate’s education history and basic academic skills;4

(iii) An inmate’s work history and vocational or work skills;5

(iv) An inmate’s economic circumstances, including but not limited6

to an inmate’s family support obligations; and7

(v) Where applicable, an inmate’s prior performance in department-8

approved education or work programs;9

(c) Performance and goals. The department shall establish, and10

periodically review, inmate behavior standards and program goals for11

all education and work programs. Inmates shall be notified of12

applicable behavior standards and program goals prior to placement in13

an education or work program and shall be removed from the education or14

work program if they consistently fail to meet the standards or goals;15

(d) Financial responsibility. (i) The department shall establish16

a formula by which inmates, based on their ability to pay, shall pay17

all or a portion of the costs or tuition of certain programs. Inmates18

shall, based on the formula, pay a portion of the costs or tuition of19

participation in:20

(A) Second and subsequent vocational programs associated with an21

inmate’s work programs; and22

(B) An associate of arts or baccalaureate degree program when23

placement in a degree program is the result of a placement made under24

this subsection;25

(ii) Inmates shall pay all costs and tuition for participation in:26

(A) Any postsecondary academic degree program which is entered27

independently of a placement decision made under this subsection; and28

(B) Second and subsequent vocational programs not associated with29

an inmate’s work program.30

Enrollment in any program specified in (d)(ii) of this subsection31

shall only be allowed by correspondence or if there is an opening in an32

education or work program at the institution where an inmate is33

incarcerated and no other inmate who is placed in a program under this34

subsection will be displaced; and35

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision in this section, an inmate36

sentenced to life without the possibility of release:37

(i) Shall not be required to participate in education programming;38

and39
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(ii) May receive not more than one postsecondary academic degree in1

a program offered by the department or its contracted providers.2

If an inmate sentenced to life without the possibility of release3

requires prevocational or vocational training for a work program, he or4

she may participate in the training subject to this section.5

(5) The department shall coordinate education and work programs6

among its institutions, to the greatest extent possible, to facilitate7

continuity of programming among inmates transferred between8

institutions. Before transferring an inmate enrolled in a program, the9

department shall consider the effect the transfer will have on the10

inmate’s ability to continue or complete a program. This subsection11

shall not be used to delay or prohibit a transfer necessary for12

legitimate safety or security concerns.13

(6) Before construction of a new correctional institution or14

expansion of an existing correctional institution, the department shall15

adopt a plan demonstrating how cable, closed-circuit, and satellite16

television will be used for education and training purposes in the17

institution. The plan shall specify how the use of television in the18

education and training programs will improve inmates’ preparedness for19

available work programs and job opportunities for which inmates may20

qualify upon release.21

(7) The department shall adopt a plan to reduce the per-pupil cost22

of instruction by, among other methods, increasing the use of volunteer23

instructors and implementing technological efficiencies. The plan24

shall be adopted by December 1996 and shall be transmitted to the25

legislature upon adoption. The department shall, in adoption of the26

plan, consider distance learning, satellite instruction, video tape27

usage, computer-aided instruction, and flexible scheduling of offender28

instruction.29

(8) Following completion of the review required by section 27(3) of30

this act the department shall take all necessary steps to assure the31

vocation and education programs are relevant to work programs and32

skills necessary to enhance the employability of inmates upon release.33

RCW 72.09.130 and 1981 c 136 s 17 are each amended to read34

as follows:35

(1) The department shall adopt, by rule, a system ((providing36

incentives for good conduct and disincentives for poor conduct)) that37

clearly links an inmate’s behavior and participation in available38
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education and work programs with the receipt or denial of earned early1

release days and other privileges . The system ((may)) shall include2

increases or decreases in the degree of liberty granted the inmate3

within the programs operated by the department, access to or4

withholding of privileges available within correctional institutions,5

and recommended increases or decreases in the number of earned early6

release days that an inmate can earn for good conduct and good7

performance.8

(2) Earned early release days shall be recommended by the9

department as a ((form of tangible)) reward for accomplishment. The10

system shall be fair, measurable, and understandable to offenders,11

staff, and the public. At least once in each twelve-month period, the12

department shall inform the offender in writing as to his or her13

conduct and performance. This written evaluation shall include reasons14

for awarding or not awarding recommended earned early release days for15

good conduct and good performance. ((The term "good performance" as16

used in this section means successfully performing a work, work17

training, or educational task to levels of expectation as specified in18

writing by the department.

To the greatest extent practical, all inmates shall contribute to32

the cost of privileges. The department shall establish standards by33

which inmates shall contribute a portion of the department’s capital34

costs of providing privileges, including television cable access,35

extended family visitation, weight lifting, and other recreational36

sports equipment and supplies. The standards shall also require37

inmates to contribute a significant portion of the department’s38
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operating costs directly associated with providing privileges,1

including staff and supplies.

A new section is added to chapter 72.09 RCW30

to read as follows:31

The secretary shall, in consultation with the attorney general,32

adopt by rule a uniform policy that prohibits receipt or possession of33

anything that is determined to be contraband. The rule shall provide34

consistent maximum protection of legitimate penological interests,35

including prison security and order and deterrence of criminal36
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activity. The rule shall protect the legitimate interests of the1

public and inmates in the exchange of ideas. The secretary shall2

establish a method of reviewing all incoming and outgoing material,3

consistent with constitutional constraints, for the purpose of4

confiscating anything determined to be contraband. The secretary shall5

consult regularly with the committee created under section 23 of this6

act on the development of the policy and implementation of the rule.7

Sec. 14. RCW 4.24.130 and 1995 c 246 s 34 are each amended to read8

as follows:9

(1) Any person desiring a change of his or her name or that of his10

or her child or ward, may apply therefor to the district court of the11

judicial district in which he or she resides, by petition setting forth12

the reasons for such change; thereupon such court in its discretion may13

order a change of the name and thenceforth the new name shall be in14

place of the former.15

(2) An offender under the jurisdiction of the department of16

corrections who applies to change his or her name under subsection (1)17

of this section shall submit a copy of the application to the18

department of corrections not fewer than five days before the entry of19

an order granting the name change. No offender under the jurisdiction20

of the department of corrections at the time of application shall be21

granted an order changing his or her name if the court finds that doing22

so will interfere with legitimate penological interests, except that no23

order shall be denied when the name change is requested for religious24

or legitimate cultural reasons or in recognition of marriage or25

dissolution of marriage.

(((2))) (4) Name change petitions may be filed and shall be heard36

in superior court when the person desiring a change of his or her name37

or that of his or her child or ward is a victim of domestic violence as38
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defined in RCW 26.50.010(1) and the person seeks to have the name1

change file sealed due to reasonable fear for his or her safety or that2

of his or her child or ward. Upon granting the name change, the3

superior court shall seal the file if the court finds that the safety4

of the person seeking the name change or his or her child or ward5

warrants sealing the file. In all cases filed under this subsection,6

whether or not the name change petition is granted, there shall be no7

public access to any court record of the name change filing,8

proceeding, or order, unless the name change is granted but the file is9

not sealed.10

An offender officially communicating with the17

department may also use his or her new name in addition to the name18

under which he or she was committed. Violation of this section is a19

misdemeanor.20

(1) Upon entry into the correctional system, offenders shall8

receive an initial medical examination. The department shall prepare9

a health profile for each offender that includes at least the following10

information: (a) An identification of the offender’s serious medical11

and dental needs; (b) an evaluation of the offender’s capacity for work12

and recreation; and (c) a financial assessment of the offender’s13

ability to pay for all or a portion of his or her health care services14

from personal resources or private insurance.15

(2)(a) The department may develop and implement a ((health16

services)) plan for the delivery of health care services and personal17

hygiene items to ((inmates)) offenders in the department’s ((custody))18

correctional facilities , at the discretion of the secretary, and in19

conformity with federal law.20

(b) To discourage unwarranted use of health care services caused by21

unnecessary visits to health care providers, offenders shall22

participate in the costs of their health care services by paying a23

nominal amount of no less than three dollars per visit, as determined24

by the secretary.

The department of corrections shall supply appropriate security and35

custody services without charge to the participating firms.36

Inmates who work in free venture industries shall do so at their37

own choice. They shall be paid a wage comparable to the wage paid for38
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work of a similar nature in the locality in which the industry is1

located, as determined by the director of correctional industries. If2

the director cannot reasonably determine the comparable wage, then the3

pay shall not be less than the federal minimum wage.4

An inmate who is employed in the class I program of correctional5

industries shall not be eligible for unemployment compensation benefits6

pursuant to any of the provisions of Title 50 RCW until released on7

parole or discharged.8

(2) CLASS II: TAX REDUCTION INDUSTRIES. Industries in this class9

shall be state-owned and operated enterprises designed to reduce the10

costs for goods and services for tax-supported agencies and for11

nonprofit organizations. The industries selected for development12

within this class shall, as much as possible, match the available pool13

of inmate work skills and aptitudes with the work opportunities in the14

free community. The industries shall be closely patterned after15

private sector industries but with the objective of reducing public16

support costs rather than making a profit. The products and services17

of this industry, including purchased products and services necessary18

for a complete product line, may be sold to public agencies, to19

nonprofit organizations, and to private contractors when the goods20

purchased will be ultimately used by a public agency or a nonprofit21

organization. Clothing manufactured by an industry in this class may22

be donated to nonprofit organizations that provide clothing free of23

charge to low-income persons. Correctional industries products and24

services shall be reviewed by the correctional industries board of25

directors before offering such products and services for sale to26

private contractors. The board of directors shall conduct a yearly27

marketing review of the products and services offered under this28

subsection. Such review shall include an analysis of the potential29

impact of the proposed products and services on the Washington state30

business community. To avoid waste or spoilage and consequent loss to31

the state, when there is no public sector market for such goods,32

byproducts and surpluses of timber, agricultural, and animal husbandry33

enterprises may be sold to private persons, at private sale. Surplus34

byproducts and surpluses of timber, agricultural and animal husbandry35

enterprises that cannot be sold to public agencies or to private36

persons may be donated to nonprofit organizations. All sales of37

surplus products shall be carried out in accordance with rules38

prescribed by the secretary.39
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Security and custody services shall be provided without charge by1

the department of corrections.2

Inmates working in this class of industries shall do so at their3

own choice and shall be paid for their work on a gratuity scale which4

shall not exceed the wage paid for work of a similar nature in the5

locality in which the industry is located and which is approved by the6

director of correctional industries.7

Subject to approval of the correctional industries board,8

provisions of RCW 41.06.380 prohibiting contracting out work performed9

by classified employees shall not apply to contracts with Washington10

state businesses entered into by the department of corrections through11

class II industries.12

(3) CLASS III: INSTITUTIONAL SUPPORT INDUSTRIES. Industries in13

this class shall be operated by the department of corrections. They14

shall be designed and managed to accomplish the following objectives:15

(a) Whenever possible, to provide basic work training and16

experience so that the inmate will be able to qualify for better work17

both within correctional industries and the free community. It is not18

intended that an inmate’s work within this class of industries should19

be his or her final and total work experience as an inmate.20

(b) Whenever possible, to provide forty hours of work or work21

training per week.22

(c) Whenever possible, to offset tax and other public support23

costs.24

Supervising, management, and custody staff shall be employees of25

the department.26

All able and eligible inmates who are assigned work and who are not27

working in other classes of industries shall work in this class.28

Except for inmates who work in work training programs, inmates in29

this class shall be paid for their work in accordance with an inmate30

gratuity scale. The scale shall be adopted by the secretary of31

corrections.32

(4) CLASS IV: COMMUNITY WORK INDUSTRIES. Industries in this class33

shall be operated by the department of corrections. They shall be34

designed and managed to provide services in the inmate’s resident35

community at a reduced cost. The services shall be provided to public36

agencies, to persons who are poor or infirm, or to nonprofit37

organizations.38
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Inmates in this program shall reside in facilities owned by,1

contracted for, or licensed by the department of corrections. A unit2

of local government shall provide work supervision services without3

charge to the state and shall pay the inmate’s wage.4

The department of corrections shall reimburse participating units5

of local government for liability and workers compensation insurance6

costs.7

Inmates who work in this class of industries shall do so at their8

own choice and shall receive a gratuity which shall not exceed the wage9

paid for work of a similar nature in the locality in which the industry10

is located.11

(5) CLASS V: COMMUNITY SERVICE PROGRAMS. Programs in this class12

shall be subject to supervision by the department of corrections. The13

purpose of this class of industries is to enable an inmate, placed on14

community supervision, to work off all or part of a community service15

order as ordered by the sentencing court.16

Employment shall be in a community service program operated by the17

state, local units of government, or a nonprofit agency.18

To the extent that funds are specifically made available for such19

purposes, the department of corrections shall reimburse nonprofit20

agencies for workers compensation insurance costs.21

NEW SECTION. Sec. 34. The legislature requires reductions in22

department of corrections staffing levels appropriated by the 1995-9723

omnibus appropriations act be implemented so as to preserve the safe24

and orderly operation of the institutions, including the safety of25

staff, visitors, and inmates and to protect public safety. To26

accomplish this, the department shall target staff reductions in: (1)27

Exempt positions within the department’s headquarters and division of28

prisons such as assistant secretaries, assistants to the secretary,29

superintendents, associate superintendents, and federal and state30

liaisons; and (2) management positions of lieutenant and above as31

classified by the department of personnel.32

NEW SECTION. Sec. 35. A new section is added to chapter 72.09 RCW33

to read as follows:34

The ratio of recreational leader positions 2, 3, and 4 to average35

daily inmate population within the department shall be maintained as36

established pursuant to the 1995 omnibus appropriations act.37
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 36. RCW 72.09.020 and 1988 c 15 3 s 7 & 1981 c1

136 s 7 are each repealed.2

NEW SECTION. Sec. 37. This act shall be known as the department3

of corrections cost-efficiency and inmate responsibility omnibus act.4

NEW SECTION. Sec. 38. If any provision of this act or its5

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the6

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other7

persons or circumstances is not affected.8

NEW SECTION. Sec. 39. If specific funding for the purpose of this9

act, referencing this act by bill number, is not provided by June 30,10

1995, in the omnibus appropriations act, this act shall be null and11

void.12

NEW SECTION. Sec. 40. This act is necessary for the immediate13

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the14

state government and its existing public institutions, and shall take15

effect immediately.16
